, OBJECTIVE OF GERMANS. 


From the start the Germans have 
been striving to crush the extreme left 
wing of the allies. This is still their 
stratezy. The British, French and Bel- 
gians together mean that the enemy 
shall not achieve his object. The first 
line he may overwhelm, especially 
the agency of asphyxiating gas, but be- 
hind the first line is another and be- 
hind the second and the third is still 
another. In short, the road that Ger- 
many wishes to tread on her way to 
world power will be found to be by no 
means easier now than when she so 
mightily essayed to travel it last fall. 
Neither the British nor the French 
look upon German occupation of Ca- 
lais and Boulogne as synonymous 
with the collapse of France and the 
doom of England. Neverthelees they 
much desire that this occupation 
shall not*take place. They wish to 
keep Calais and Boulogne and all the 
French coast, first, because they be- 
long to France, and, secondly, because 
these porta are most important to the 
proper enance of the allies’ fight- 
ing st in the west. Britain and 
France, if they must, can transfer 
their coast bases farther west and 
south, but they prefer to have these 
basea where they afe and they have 
made what t 
quate dispositions to keep the bases 
unmolested 


AMBITION OF GERMANY. 


Germany states that when she gets 
her little army of veterans into Eng- 
land the conquest of this country will 
be an affair of smal! difficulty. But, 
in the first place, the best minds in 
England robustly doubt Germany's 
ability to land any sort of force on 
these islands. However, they dare 
not base any national policy on this 
doult. They must assume that a 
landing is not only possible, but prac- 
tieally certain, and therefore they 
must make preparations to meet it 
when it comes.
